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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 53-51 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 43 and 51, in part, 44 and 46, drawn to a polypeptide having a-2,3- 
sialytransferase activity, classified in class 435, subclass 192. 

II. Claims 43 and 51, in part, 45, drawn to a polypeptide having a-2,3- 
sialytransferase and a-2,8-sialytransferase activities, classified in class 435, 
subclass 192. 

III. Claims 43 and 51, in part, 47 and 48, drawn to a polypeptide having P-1,3- 
galactosyltransferase activity, classified in class 435, subclass 192. 

IV. Claims 43 and 51, in part, 49 50, drawn to a polypeptide having p-l,4-N- 
acetylglucosaminyl transferase activity, classified in class 435, subclass 192. 

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). Also, product and process inventions are distinct if any of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to make another and 
materially different product, (2) that the product claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product, or (3) that the product claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(h)). 

Inventions I-IV are distinct because the products of Inventions I-IV are physically and/or 
functionally distinct chemical entities.
